BRANSON, Mo., Aug. I.—“W ithin 
the next four years South Missouri 
will be producing from forty to fifty 
million pounds of tobacco yearly,** 
is the opinion of Dr. E. E. Corliss, 
of Brookville, Kv„ who has been in­ 
strum ental in the development 
of 
the 
tobacco 
raising 
industry 
in 
South Missouri.” Two years 
ago 
only thirty-one acres of South Mis­ 
souri land was planted in tobacco, 
last year there were 200 acres, and 
this year 1500 acres. 
The burley 
crop is of the finest quality I have 
ever seen and from the survey I 
have m ade of the counties of this 
district I believe there is more real 
tobacco land here than in the State 
of Kentucky.” 
The real pioneer in the field of to­ 
bacco raising in Missouri is J. 
W. 
Robertson of Franklin County, Ky. 
Mr. Robertson 
came 
to Missouri 
with $500, bought 160 acres of land 
at a small figure and invested his 
entire 
capital 
in the 
farm. 
He 
planted five acres in tobacco 
and 
sold the output in Kentucky 
for 
$4,200 Dr. Corliss, who 
was 
with 
the W eston M arket, in Platte coun­ 
ty Missouri, the only tobacco m arket 
in Missouri, had an opportunity to 
see the Missouri product which 
he 
described as being, “the finest lot 
of burley tobacco I have ever seen.” 
The following February with J. 
F. 
Strikland of Louisville, and L. 
P. 
M athews of Brookville, Dr. Corliss 
came to Missouri and leased thirty- 
five acres of land. 
Mr. Strickland 
returned to Louisville, but the other 
two men remained and this year are 
controlling seventy-five acres of to­ 
bacco. 
Dr. Corliss has been encouraging 
the farm ers of the section to plant 
their fields with tobacco and has 


I been instrumental in the organiza­ 
tion of the 
Ozark 
Leaf 
T obacco; 
Company, 
capitalized 
at 
$15,000 
which will bring another tobacco 
m arket to Missouri and also provide 
a close m arket for tobacco farmers 
of the district. The company was or­ 
ganized about a month ago, and the 
foundation has been 
prepared for a 
warehouse. 
It will not be completed 
in time to handle this years crop, 
but will be opened next fall. 
“The soil of the district is suitable 
for tobacco raising, being of a rich 
lime substance which is particularly 
essential to the growth of burley to­ 
bacco of a fine grade,” 
Mr. Corliss** 
said. 
“Good burley tobacco land is 
found in limited sections and 
the 
Missouri land offers possibilities for 
greater production. 
At the present 
time the consumption has Increased 
so rapidly that production has not 
kept pace and we must find new' 
fields in which to raise the crop, j 
The average yield in this 
district | 
should be about 1000 pounds to the 
acre with some variations in particu­ 
lar localities. 
The lowland tobacco 
should be greater with 1700 pounds 
w'hile the highland yield will only 
be about 800 pounds. 
L ast 
year 
Missouri tobacco averaged $300 an 
acre and it is possible for an inex­ 
perienced farm er to care for five 
acres, while a more 
experienced 
man can cultivate seven or eight 
acres by himself. 
There are thous­ 
ands of acres of real tobacco land 
uncultivated in this district, and the 
soil is inexhaustible. 
If the farmer, 
every third year will plant his land 
in red clover and in the fall turn it 
under, he will have tobacco land in 
better condition than when he first 
started cultivating it,” 
Dr. Corliss 
said. 
Throughout 
the 
district 
about 
Branson are fields of fine tobacco. 
The crop is gradually growing 
in 
popularity with farmers of the dis­ 
trict and efforts are being made to 
gradually 
develop 
the 
industry 
throughout South Missouri. 
This 
year extensive tobacco fields are to 
be found in Green, Barry, Lawrence, 
McDonald, and Christian counties.
